region conlaitis many thousands of acroi of 
rich agricultural InnUs, wlilcli havo hitherto 
beot) unproductive, owiui{ to a want of a 
water supply for Irrigating purposes. This 
sale Is lu pursuance of au net passed by the 
legislature In 1881. 


Section 8 of this act provides that: "Par tin 


purpose of encouraging cultivation and the 
making ot Irrigating ditches, tho elate board 
of Ititid rammts^Ioriers lire hereby authorized 
to sell at public sale, at not less Wan the 
appraised, value I uot more], tbau one-half of 
any tract of arid land belonging to tho state, 
except tbo school laud, lu. alternate quarter 
sections, as near by «s may bo, to any uspon 
Bible person o?corporation, on condition that 
Bald person or corporation dk au Irrigating 
ditch lu such location and of sufficient capacity 
to furnish water for tbo entire tract. All con- 
tracts for the sale of state lands, under the 
provisions of this section, shall bo drawn by 
tho attorney general and signed by the gover- 
nor and the oocretary of the board, Jn behalf 
of the slate, aud by other parties In Interest, 
and In no case shall the titles of said lands 
paax from the state until said ditch Is com- 
pleted In a manner satisfactory to the state 
board, and the-purchasers having Kiven In 
addition to such price as may 'bu fixed by 
the state 
board, a suitable contract or 


agreement, secured by a sufficient 
bond, 


that they will furnish water for the remain- 
ing portion of the tract of land aforesaid, at 
not to succeed [exceed] such rates as the state 
boaid may agree. Upon the fulOllment of 
the above conditions, patent may issue for not 
more than one-half of said tract, and the re- 
maining portion ot said tract may be subse- 
quently disposed of In the same manuer 03 
other state lands." 


Pursuant to this actseveral large ditch com- 


panies were organised* The most prominent 
In that part of the state are the Kio Uraude 
and Sagnache, the Citizens and tbe btate Land 
No 2 Bitch companies. These ditches are 
i ow In various stages of completion, and the 
companies ore rapidly pushing the work with 
n combined force of about 5UO men aud a 
large number of teams, and uiauy thousands 
q^ dollars paid out each month lu the prose- 
cution of the work." 


The Kio Grande and Saguocho ditch, when 


completed, will be about filty miles in length. 
Us course Is from abo>e Pel JVorte, on the 
Kio Qrande river, through Saguache county 
In a northerly direction. The Citizens' Ditch 
Company will be run from the Kio Grande 
river, lu a southeasterly direction, through 
Gone!os county, a distance of about fitly 
miles. About fifteen miles further down the 
river, the btate Land Canal No. 2 obtains Its 
supply of water. It .will be about twenty- 
four miles long, twenty miles oC which have 
already been completed. This canal is sixty, 
feet wide at the bottom and Is eight feet deep. 
These three ditches alone will bring Into cul- 
tivation nearly 200,000 acres of uow arid 
lands. 


lu compliance with tbe above law about 


75,000 acres ot state land; In alternate quar- 
ter sections, will be sold the latter part ot the 
month. The price to bs realized will not be 
>«-« than $1.25 per acre. Tbe alternate quar- 
ter sections not sold will be disposed ot as 
other state lands. They will become more 
valuable every icar, and will eventually 
bring Into the stato treasury a large revenue. 


About 0,760 acres of land In Costilla coun- 


ty, under the San Luis VaUey Irrigation 
company, were sold this week. The land 
w«s purchased by M. Benedict, as agent. 


From 10,000 to 12,000 aerea will soon be 


told to settlers In Costllla county. Tbece 
lands have already been occupied for some 
time, «nd the settlers desire to perfect their 
titles. 


Thug It will be seen that Saguache, lilo 


Grande, Costllla and Cnnejos counties are 
destined to become one ot the most Import- 
ant and productive agricultural regions In tbe 
Mate. These Irrigating ditches, by bringing 
Into cultivation large tracts of arid lands, 
will add millions to the wealth of the state 
and thousands to Its population.

during Governor FitUn's last term, as In- 
demnity to the state for the loss to the suite 
lu sections 16 and 36, of which there have 
boon confirmed to the state 146,403 23 acres.
